Italian Chamber Of 
Deputies Also Dis­ 
solved by Dictator

Preparation For War 
II Duce discarded the chamber 
of deputies in favor of a council of 
g uilds, and elim inated Italy 's large 
private industries in a 
move 
to 
increase th e nation’s econom ic self- 
sufficiency , he declared, In prepar­ 
ation for a passible European 
war. 
“ W hen and how war will com e, 
one does not know," h e

M ussolini,

Detail? of the soil conservation act, su ccessor to 
AAA, annou nced at the end of last week by Secretary 
of Agricu ltu re Wallace, will need mu ch explaining 
before the new farm 
program 
Is 
u nderstandable. 
Even then, the meaning of the administration’s su b­ 
stitu te plan of farm aid will not be wholly clear u ntil 
the plan is in process of actu al iu lminlstratlon. 
The program will be carried ou t u nder three gen­ 
eral headings: conservation, bu ilding and depletion 
Farmers agreeing to conserve 
acreage 
by meeting 
certain requ irements will receive benefit payments 
averaging $10 an acre. 
Agreements to rebu ild soil 
will entitle farmers to 
slightly 
benefit 
payments. 
Crops depleting soil 
fertility 
will bar farmers from 
participating in benefit payments, which are expected 
to reach a total of $440,000,000 
duriDg the first year 
of the program’s administration. 
Under AAA, farmers were paid to limit produ ction. 
Under the soil conservation act, they will be paid 
to adju st produ ction 
to 
certain 
requ irements for 
maintaining and increasing fertility of the soil. 
The 
important point in both plans, from a practical view­ 
point, is the provision for payment to farmers willing 
to cooperate in a federal project. 
The new plan, 
a produ ct of necessity, was fashioned with soli con­ 
servation as a nominal objective, bu t with benefit 
payments as a vital necessity. 
Soil conservation is 
more a means thu n an end, a fact generally rec­ 
ognized. whatever 
its 
sponsors 
may say of it In 
formal descriptions. 
The new program entails even greater complexity 
of administration than the program it replaces.

Within the next few days, the diplomats task will 
be to get as mu ch as possible for as little as possible, j 
Germany seek s equ ality. 
France and Great Britain 
seek safety and prestige. 
Italy 
seek s 
relief from j 
sanctions. All the material for bargaining is present. 
The ou tcome depends on the bargainers.
